operated by natives of the 'city. 


In keeping with 
the 
rapidly 


growing livestock 
industry 
of 


southwest Arkansas, Donald Moore 
and Kennie McKee have organized 
the Southwestern Packing Com- 
pany which will be gin operations 
on Monday in two brick buildings 
located on the old 
Southwestern 


Proving Ground site. This 
new 


plant, will manufacture and pro- 
cess sausage, cured hams, bacon, 
picnic hams, boiled hams, various 
luncheon loafs, weiners, 
bologna, 


and salami. All cattle and 
hogs 


will be purchased Ideally 
either 


directly from the 
producers 
or 


through the sales barn. 


Mr. Moore and Mr. McKee stat- 


ed that for the present slaughter- 
ing would be done at the slaugh- 
ter house on the Rocky 
Mound 


road until processing exceeded 100 
head per week, at which time the 
slaughtering peratoions would be 
moved adjacent to the new plant 
buildings. The plant will 
begin 


operations with eight 
employees 


and it is the expectations of the 
owners that employment 
within 


three to five years will grow from 
thirty to forty people at 
which 


time the plant will be processing 
from 500 to 800 head weekly. 


The plant is modern in every 


respect, all machinery being 
re- 


cently received direct from 
the 


factory. Four large 
refrigerating 


units will cool the four 
storage 


vaults,an d the latest type ma- 
chine has been installed in 
the 


smoker house. Deliveries will 
be 


made within a 50 mile radius of 
Hope, the out-of-town deliveries be- 
ing made in the company owned 
insulated truck. 


In addition to handling its own 


processed products, the company 
has been appointed jobber for the 
oleo plant located at Wilson, Ark. 
Also products of Armour & Com- 
pany will be handled on a jobber 
basis.

the 1950 fiscal year some $1,400,- 
000,000 less in the red than the ad- 
ministration had forecast only six 
weeks ago. 


There is even an outside chance 


that the treasury will find itself 
better off by close to $2,000.000;- 
000. 


The budget deficit for the 
12- 


month period ending the 30th of 
this month appears likely now to 
stay well below $4,000,000,000— a 
startling 26 per cent improvement 
over the $5,400,000, deficit 
pre-1 


dieted by the budget bureau 
on 


April 2.

Families Flee 
Before Erupting 
Volcano

Kealakekua, Hawaii. June 3 
(fP) 


(By Radiophone) — Heavy black 
stone from erupting Mauna 
Loa 


covers hundreds of acres of Ha- 
waii's Kona coast today. Between 
60 and 80 families have fled their 
homes. Lava has eaten into parts 
of villages. 


It is a scene pf both desolation 


and beauty created by one of the 
world's most active volcanos. Here 
and there is a fallen tree knocked 
over by the lava that still

over the sides ot the crater. 


Mauna Loa broke loose Thursday 


night after a sleep ot 18 months, 
Volcanologist Ruy H. Finch of the 
Hawaii volcano observatory said it 
was the most violent eruption on 
record for the tons of lava spewed 
within the first few hours.

He was promptly or- 
dered to sit down. 


The rule 
which 
stopped 
him 


rom calling the other senator a 
iar outright, is rule No. 19 and 
t says: 
: 


"No senator in debate shall di- 


rectly or indirectly, by any form' 
of words, impute to another sen- 
ator or other senators any conduct 
or motive unworthy or unbecom- 
ng a senator." 


So, even though a senator 
may 


uiow one of 
his 
colleagues 
is 


ying or that his statements 
are 


unfair and spring from the basest 
motives, he can't get up in the 
senate and say so. 


There's something 
else 
which 


senators have in their fayor, 
and 


it's a mighty big favor. It's called 
"congressional immunity" and 
it 


means: 


"No matter how badly or 
un- 


justly he may have ruined an or 
dinary citien's reputation, a sen- 
ator cannot be sued for damages 
for anything he says so long as he 
says it on the senate .floor. 


This kind of set up — freedom 


from suit outside the senate foi- 
what he says in the senate 
and 


freedom from real 
criticism 
in- 


side the senate by his fellow-sen- 
ators — gives any senator gigantic 
advantage in any dispute with any- 
one outside the senate.

The verdict, after more than six 


hours deliberation last night left 
some doubt whether the burly Rut- 
land, Vt., soldier 
would 
escape 


death in the San Quentin peni- 
tentiary gas chamber. 


Federal Judge Louis Goodman 


said he was puzzled at the word- 
ing of the verdict. After the jury 
was excused he expressed doubt as 
to the validity of the recommenda- 
tions. 


Specifically the jurors found the 


33-year-old airman guilty of r.eeo.id 
degree murder, murder committed 
during rape, and rape. To the last 
two, 
the jurors added the phrase 


"without capital punishment." 


The penalty for rape on a mili- 


tary reservation is death, unless the 
government stipulates to a 
lesser 


punishment. The government had 
asked for the death penalty. 


Buswell showed no emotion as 


the verdicts were read finding him 
guilty on each count, but as he was 
being led from the courtroom he 
was heard telling his a 11 or rney, 
James E. Burns: 


"Well, you did everything 
you 


could." 


Buswell admitted chocking 
the 


woman to death at the Hamilton 
air base 25 miles north of 
San 


Francisco on March 25. But He 
steadfastly denied raping her. He 
said she submitted voluntarily and 
that afterwards she .laughed 
at 


him and he choked her on an "im- 
pulse." 


At the time, he testified, he had 


been on a 'big drunk" because he 
h|'d been ordered overseas.
